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Preface 


This book is an edition of charters from the archive of the vicars 
choral of York Minster relating to property in the medieval city of 
York and its suburbs. They are published with the kind permission 
of the dean and chapter of York. The archive contains some charters 
which appear not to have a connection with the vicars and are 
evidently strays; nevertheless, those charters are included in this 
edition. Four charters which do concern the vicars, but which are 
strays in a collection of York documents in Canterbury Cathedral 
Archives, are published with the permission of the dean and chapter 
of Canterbury. The total number of charters and associated documents 
is 581, covering a period from the later 12th century to 1546. Most 
survive aS Originals; the remaining texts are taken from cartulary 
copies and other sources. Beside providing material for the study of 
the Minster’s vicars choral, this edition will be of use to those 
interested in the topography of medieval York and aspects of its social 
and economic life. The Introduction, in which numbers in bold type 
and enclosed by parentheses refer to the edited charters, concentrates 
on a review of the vicars’ acquisition of common property. The full 
story of the management of their estate requires reference to Other 
records 1n the archive and is outside the scope of this work. I hope to 
edit the smaller number of charters relating to the vicars’ property 
elsewhere in Yorkshire for a future volume in this series. 

It is a pleasure to record my thanks in preparing this edition to 
successive archivists at York Minster Library: Miss Katharine 
Longley, the Revd Adrian Leak, Miss Susan Beckley, and Mark 
Dorrington.

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Introduction 


THE VICARS CHORAL OF YORK MINSTER 


Vicars choral were the most important group of lesser clergy who 
ministered at English secular cathedrals in the Middle Ages.’ Their 
essential duty was to maintain the opus Dei, the perpetual celebration 
of divine worship, by singing the canonical hours and high mass. 
They also provided the staff to celebrate the increasing number of 
prayers and masses that accompanied the liturgy in the 13th and 14th 
centuries, and they undertook administrative duties. At nearly all 
secular cathedrals it became the practice by the 13th century for each 
canon to nominate his own vicar, whom he partly supported 
financially. By then, however, not all canons resided and the close 
links which originally existed between a canon and his vicar were 
gradually weakened as cathedral government came under the control 
of small chapters of resident canons. In order to maintain standards 
in the performance of the liturgy, resident canons imposed rules for 
the admission, tenure, and conduct of vicars choral, who as a result 
became attached to the church rather than to a particular canon. At 
the same time bodies of vicars choral at most cathedrals developed a 
form of common life, as a community or college. One aspect of that 
development was the accumulation of common property, and vicars 
generally became significant holders of land and rent charges in their 
respective cathedral cities and beyond. Another aspect was the exercise 
of powers of self-government in domestic affairs. Collegiate status 
was confirmed by royal charters of incorporation under the great seal 
in the late 14th and 15th century. Because of their corporate status, 
colleges of vicars were nearly disbanded under the Chantries Act of 
1547. They escaped, however, and survived until the earlier 20th 
century, when the minor corporations of English cathedrals were 
dissolved under the provisions of the Cathedrals Measure of 1931. 

At York the title vicarius is first recorded c. 1138 x 1143, when it 
was used to describe a group of six men who appeared after the dean 
and canons as witnesses to a charter.* Presumably they were members 
of the cathedral clergy. The title vicarius sancti Petri Ebor’ was used to 
describe John de Silli, who witnessed a charter 1145 x 1153.’ A decade

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later, in the 1160s, as many as sixteen vicaril sancti Petri witnessed a 
single charter,* and at the turn of the century thirteen are recorded in 
one charter.’ With the establishment of the prebend of Bilton in 1294,” 
the number of vicars reached thirty-six, corresponding to the number 
of canonries.” A full complement was maintained until the later 15th 
century, when numbers began to fall as a result of financial difficulties. 
Thirty-six vicars were still recorded in 1473. Between the late 1470s 
and the late 1480s the number was twenty-nine or thirty. By 1502-3 
it had fallen to twenty-eight and by 1534-5 to twenty-one. When the 
chantry commissioners came to York in 1546 there were only twenty 
wicars.° 

The York vicars already regarded themselves as a community 
(commune, universitas) in the early 13th century (72, 284) anda common 
seal was then in use (72, 76). One of their number may have led the 
community: on several occasions in the 1190s and early 1200s 
Alexander the succentor headed the list of vicars who witnessed 
charters.? A succentor acted as the deputy of the precentor, the 
cathedral dignitary responsible for music, with whom vicars would 
have had the closest contact. At most cathedrals the succentor was a 
vicar, appointed by the precentor and often enjoying a superior status 
which set him apart from his fellow vicars. At York, however, the 
position was unusual because there were two succentors, one a canon 
and the other a vicar. '° In the earlier 13th century the two succentors 
were Master Bernard, almost certainly Bernard de St. Omer, a 
canon,'! and Richard son of Roger de Ouseburn, described also as a 
chaplain and presumably the vicars’ succentor.'* Richard evidently 
had a close relationship with the vicars: he granted them land in 
Petergate (389), and it was at his request that Richard de Scholes, 
knight, gave them two bovates of land in Great Ouseburn (WR)." 
After Richard, the next known succentor of the vicars was Alan 
Salvator, described in the mid 13th century as acting vices succentoris 
(60). He was later named as the vicars’ warden (custos), in an ordinance 
made between 1266 and 1269 by Archbishop Walter Giffard and the

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dean and chapter giving the vicars control over the administration of 
their common property. '* 

Meanwhile, the vicars acquired a site near the Minster between 
Goodramgate and St. Andrewgate for their common residence, 
known by the early 1270s as the Bedern (10).'’ Most of the land was 
evidently given by a canon, William de Laneham, probably in the 
early 1240s (126-8, 462-4).'° The chief movers in the Bedern’s 
establishment, however, may have been Archbishop Walter de Gray 
and a leading member of the cathedral chapter, John le Romeyn the 
elder. “Ihe latter, as subdean (1228 x 1241), gave the vicars a house 
and an orchard in Goodramgate (137), and the former may have 
intended the land which he acquired at the corner of Goodramgate 
and Aldwark to be an endowment, although the vicars gained full 
possession of it only in 1272 (138-45). A common hall had evidently 
been built by at least the mid 1270s, when the title custos domus 
vicariorum came into fashion for the vicars’ warden (175), and there 
was later a chapel as well as houses for individual vicars. ’7 

Stimulated by their common life, the vicars began to assert their 
independence from the chapter and to develop powers of self- 
government. Those powers were formally recognized in 1421, when 
Henry V granted them a charter of incorporation.'* It was one of a 
number of charters granted to colleges of vicars choral at other 
cathedrals, and simply confirmed existing conditions.'? The York 
vicars spent £27 os. 6d. on getting it.*° 

As a distinct body of clergy, long before formal incorporation, the 
vicars attracted grants of land and of rent charges in the city and 
elsewhere in Yorkshire and became moderately wealthy. They nearly 
lost everything following the Chantries Act of 1547. The chantry 
commissioners, despite being entertained by the vicars to a dinner of 
venison and swan when they visited York in the spring or summer 
of 1546,” declared that the vicars’ common residence was a college 
and that their endowments were part of it and were therefore subject

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to confiscation. The dean and chapter petitioned on the vicars’ behalf, 
and in November 1552 the Court of Augmentations agreed to restore 
the confiscated property; the order was confirmed by Edward VI in 


Janudry 1953.7 


TRIE MEDIEVAL ARCHIVE 


The archive of the York vicars, kept in York Minster Library, 1s 
probably the largest for any body of vicars in the country, and its 
scope was revealed by Canon Frederick Harrison in his book Life in a 
Medieval College, published in 1952.” 

The medieval documents include original charters, notarial instru- 
ments, royal documents, account rolls, a cartulary, and registers. 
Some losses may have occurred when the ‘evidence house’ was 
broken into at the time of the Civil War. The archive was then 
preserved ‘with much care and difficulty’ by Henry Mace, the sole 
pre-Civil War vicar to return at the Restoration.*4 It was re-housed in 
the Bedern, where it remained until the early roth century. Most of 
it was then moved to the upper room of the medieval stone annexe 
built on to the south side of the Minster, the ground floor of which is 
occupied by the present Minster Bookshop. Until 1810 the upper 
room had housed the cathedral library, relocated that year in its 
present quarters (York Minster Library), the former chapel of the 
archbishop’s medieval palace.*s At some date later in the 19th century 
the vicars’ archive was evidently taken over to the new library, 
presumably by the librarian, who was invariably a vicar choral 
himself.*° The archive was thoroughly searched by B. E. Metcalfe 
(vicar choral 1852-70), who made abstracts and transcripts of 
documents, some of them now lost, in a series of note-books.?7 The 
archive was also consulted by James Raine, a canon of York from 
1865.*° William Farrer, on the other hand, did not print any vicars’ 
charters in the City of York section of his first volume of Early 
Yorkshire Charters, published 1n 1914. He may not have known of

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their existence, as most of the medieval archive was then apparently 
hidden away in various parts of the library building. Around 1900 
Alfred Gibbon, who had been engaged to catalogue the dean and 
chapter’s muniments (then kept in the Zouche chapel in the Minster), 
noted that there were some 360 ‘ancient rolls’ belonging to the vicars 
deposited in the attic over the Raine Room (now demolished) in the 
Minster Library, but made ne referemce to’ any charters.” In 1921, 
Frederick Harrison, only recently installed as a vicar choral, gave a 
talk in which he mentioned a Statute Book and about 200 or 300 
medieval charters.*° Further charters and rolls, a cartulary, and post- 
medieval documents were not rediscovered until 1925 or early in 
1926 when Harrison found them in ‘a wall-cupboard in the large 
lower room of the building’.*’ At the dissolution of the vicars’ college 
in 1936, the archive passed into the possession of the dean and chapter. 

The charters, which number some 600, chiefly record grants of 
land or rent charge, but also include foundation deeds of chantries 
and obits.*? Notarial instruments for the most part rehearse documents 
which detail either the appropriation of parish churches to the vicars’ 
college or the course of disputes involving the vicars.*3 A small 
number of royal documents consists predominantly of mortmain 
licences but includes an inspeximus of Henry III confirming the 
ordinance relating to the vicars’ administration of their common 
property and Henry V’s charter of incorporation.** The financial 
rolls, numbering some 200 up to the mid 16th century, chiefly 
comprise rentals and the accounts of officers of the vicars’ college: 
warden (Or succentor), chamberlain, atid bursar. There are also 
accounts relating to the administration of appropriated churches, the 
management of a tileworks in York, the construction and repair of 
buildings, and the cost of brewing ale for consumption in the vicars’ 
common hall. 

The cartulary is a manuscript of 151 parchment folios, measuring 
20 cm. wide and 31 cm. high.*° Most of it was compiled in stages 
between the late 13th and the later 14th century. Starting as a record 
of property deeds with some copies of foundation deeds of chantries 
and obits, it also includes copies of documents relating to the 
appropriation of two parish churches (Ferry Fryston, WR, and

Huntington, NR) and to a series of disputes between the vicars and 
the resident canons and others in the 1340s. A small number of 
memoranda concerning the vicars’ common life were written on 
blank spaces in the MS. 

The principal register is a parchment book of 190 pages, measuring 
18.5 cm. wide and 26 cm. high. It was re-bound in 1749 and given 
the title ‘A Book of Statutes and other matters relating to the 
Subchanter or Keeper of the House or College of the Bedern and his 
brethren the fellows of the said College and the Vicars-Choral of the 
Cathedral Church of York’.2?7 The name ‘Statute Book’, however, 
was already in use in 1580.** It opens with the vicars’ own ordinances 
for their common life, drawn up evidently in 1420, followed by a 
copy of Henry V’s charter of incorporation; it also contains copies of 
domestic memoranda and foundation deeds of chantries and obits 
dating from the later 14th century onwards, and of property deeds 
dating from the early 15th century onwards. It also contains the 
record of the elections of college wardens and, from the Restoration 
to 1928, the subscriptions of newly admitted vicars. 

A common seal was in use by the early 13th century (72, 76). Three 
medieval examples survive in the archive. The earliest is appended to 
a cirograph of 1241 x 1243.’ The impression shows the south aspect 
of York Minster; the legend is lost because the edges of the seal are 
damaged. The choice of design presumably commemorated the 
completion of the enlargement of the south transept undertaken by 
Archbishop Walter de Gray.#° The same design was in use in 1366, 
but by then a new matrix had been made, larger in size. Only part of 
the legend remains on that example.*’ A new impression was made 
when the vicars’ college was incorporated in 1421. The matrix 
(7o mm. x 49 mm.) survives, in its original leather case, and has 
a design again showing the south aspect of the Minster, this time 
on a background of stars; the legend reads ™ S[IGILLUM] 
COIMMUNIE  CUSTOD[IS} COLLEGID ViICARTORUM 
ECCLIESIIE CATH[EDRALIS| B[EA|TI PETRI EBORIACH ET 
VICAR[IORUM] EIUSD[EM] COLLEGI[II]. The only surviving 
example of the seal is appended to a document of 1524.) The ‘seal of

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time of Warden Ellis de Walkington (1349 x 1380-85), but no example 
survives.** The seals of the vicars’ chamberlains, presumably seals of 
office, were recorded in the later 13th century (463), but again no 
example survives. 


ACQUISITION OF COMMON PROPERTY 


Grants of property or of rent charges were being made to the vicars 
from at least the early 13th century.** Up to the Statute of Mortmain 
of 1279 they were principally of two kinds: those made in return for 
prayers and those made in return for money (see Tables I and II).* 
Grants of the first kind were often intended to endow obit services 
by providing a source of money for distribution among the vicars 
and other cathedral clergy. Even when that intention was not stated, 
there is sometimes evidence from later rent rolls that at least part of 
the ensuing income was applied by the vicars to that purpose (II, 51, 
60, 532). The most substantial benefactors were canons of the 
cathedral, some of them dignitaries; lesser clergy, including individual 
vicars, were also prominent. Amongst lay people, several citizens 
made grants, as did the executors of one of York’s earliest mayors. 
The area in which the vicars acquired most property lay near their 
college, in Aldwark, Goodramgate, Petergate, and Stonegate, and in 
the nearby suburbs of Monkgate, Barkergate, and Layerthorpe.*’ The 
concentration was not fortuitous. Much of the area was originally 
part of the ancient endowment of the Minster and property there had 
been alienated after the Conquest to support prebends and chapter 
offices; as valuable prebends and offices began increasingly to be 
treated as sinecures the Minster lost those resources and their recovery 
was desirable. Grants to the vicars, a body of clergy essential for the 
Minster’s life, were an effective means of recovering lost endowments 
and were therefore promoted by the chapter.* 

Grants of the second kind, generally less valuable than those of the 
first, were mostly of rent charges or ‘assized rents’ (fixed annual 
payments from property). In such grants a clear market value emerges 
With a fatio Of a Is. rent charge im returm for the gift of 1 mark,

up property. This process is seen most clearly in Micklegate where 
the vicars acquired title to land after purchasing the multiple rent 
charges with which it was burdened (295-300). 

The enactment of the Statute of Mortmain, preventing religious 
institutions from acquiring real property except by licence, naturally 
affected the York vicars. It effectively brought to an end the steady 
accumulation of property, some of which had been of quite small 
value: thereafter, grants to the vicars were spasmodic but usually 
substantial. The legislation also stimulated the vicars to adopt, along 
with other institutional landlords, anew approach to the management 
of their property. Using capital often given them in connection with 
the endowment of chantries and obits, they developed land already 
in their possession by repairing and improving houses and by erecting 
new ones, characteristically rows of small cottages.” 

Land acquired under mortmain licence was concentrated in the 
principal area of the vicars’ existing holdings. A licence to assign land 
in Petergate and Monkgate to the vicars was acquired for the 
establishment in 1292 of a chantry for William de Langton, who had 
died as dean of York in 1279 (546), and in 1340 the executors of 
Canon Nicholas de Huggate received a licence to assign to the vicars 
a tenement next to the Bedern, also as a chantry endowment (198 
note). In 1298 the vicars themselves, with the assistance of Canon 
John de Caen, were granted a licence to acquire property in 
Goodramgate and Layerthorpe bequeathed to them in 1296 by 
Archbishop John le Romeyn (268 note). 

Other licences were more general and enabled the vicars to acquire 
property in stages. In December 1332 Edward II, while in York, 
was persuaded by Canon Richard de Bury to give the vicars a licence 
to acquire in mortmain land and rent charges to the value of 10 marks 
(£6 13s. 4d.) a year (181 note). The cathedral chancellor, Robert de 
Riplingham, had evidently already promised the vicars a house in 
Goodramgate worth 20s. a year: in August 1332, perhaps nearing 
death, he granted it to a vicar, who in 1333 assigned it to the vicars’

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college in part satisfaction of the licence (180-1). The next stage in 
fulfilling the licence took place in October 1349 when a group of 
vicars was given a licence to assign two lots of rent charges, one of 
17s. 6d. and the other of 115.°° The former, comprising rent charges 
in Glovergail, Patrickpool, and Bootham, was transferred to the 
vicars in 1357 (574). [The income was to be used for the maintenance 
of a lamp in the vicars’ private chapel in the Bedern and for an obit 
for a fellow vicar John le Fourbour, his family, and others. The ris. 
rent charge, which came from land in Fossgate, was transferred to 
the vicars without condition in 1359 (107). Another partial fulfilment 
of the 1332 licence had been made in 1358 by a group of five vicars, 
who transferred a messuage in Scarborough (NR) bequeathed to 
them in 1349.5’ No record of its value has survived, but when the 
vicars let 1t 11385 the rent: was 20s. a year. By 1359, therefore, the 
vicars were evidently left with £3 4s. 1od. worth of land or rent 
charge still to be acquired. It was almost wholly used up in 1363 
when two vicars transferred houses and rent charges in several areas 
of York worth £3 2s. od. (§76). The two vicars who made the transfer 
had the property from a group of five vicars, who in turn had acquired 
it in 1360 from the original benefactors, apparently in connection 
with the celebration of an obit (§75 and note). 

A licence given in 1376 to two vicars to assign four messuages and 
46s. 10d. worth of rent charges in York to their fellows was partially 
fulfilled by the grant, probably the same year, of a messuage and two 
shops in the Shambles and rent charges worth 20s. 2d. in the city. 
Other grants made to complete the terms of the licence probably 
included those of messuages in North Street and Monkgate (568 and 
note). In 1392 the vicars were granted a messuage in Goodramgate as 
the endowment of an obit for John de Beverley and his family. They 
paid 4os. for the licence to assign, which was made to three of their 
number (192 and note). Finally, in 1396, the vicars were granted a 
licence to acquire land and rent charges worth 40 marks (£26 13s. 4d.) 
a year. It was partly fulfilled by the grant in 1410 of property at 
Tilehouses (514 note) and by one about the same time of land in 
Skeldergate (485 note). A messuage in Petergate granted to the vicars 
in 1420 (443 note) may also have been in satisfaction of the 1396 
licence. 

As an alternative to the dcquisition of land under mortmain licence, 
the vicars received cash gifts as endowments for obits, evidently 
investing the money in building activities (Table IV). The earliest

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indication of the vicars actually developing property in order to 
increase rents comes from the beginning of the 14th century: houses 
were built in Aldwark (for the obit of John de Stamford Bridge), ** in 
Goodramgate (possibly on the Cambhall site),** and in Micklegate.* 
The construction of rows of houses became a feature in the 1330s; 
they are identifiable in the vicars’ rent rolls by headings which name 
the benefactor.’7 In 1335 the mayor and community of York granted 
the vicars a strip of land on the west side of Aldwark, running along 
the edge of the vicars’ garden, on which to build houses. A row was 
built there and on adjoining land, the cost being met by the executors 
of Canon Henry de Cliff, whose obit the vicars promised to celebrate 
using the rent from the houses (20). Rents in Aldwark also came from 
a row paid for by Thomas de Ludham, vicar of St. Martin’s church 
in Coney Street; in April 1335 the vicars promised him an obit for 
himself and his family in return for money which he had given them 
(19).°° In 1337 a vicar, John Spirity, paid for houses to be built on 
land in St. Andrewgate behind the vicars’ garden. In return, the vicars 
promised an obit for Spirity’s parents and for John himself after his 
death (467). Similarly, in 1339, Canon Richard de Chester paid for 
houses built on a plot of land in St. Andrewgate 9o feet long and 17 
feet wide behind the vicars’ garden, in return for a promise of obits 
for his parents and for himself after death (468). The tenement next 
to the Bedern given by the executors of Canon Nicholas de Huggate 
in 1340 also comprised a row (198 note).

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In 1360 Archbishop John Thoresby assigned the vicars houses built 
on the deserted site of St. Benet’s church in Patrickpool (380 note). 
The living of St. Benet’s had been amalgamated with that of the 
nearby church of St. Sampson in 1263, and in the time of Dean 
William de Hambleton (1299 x 1307) the church itself had been 
demolished. In 1359 Thoresby, following the plan of his predecessors 
William Melton and William de la Zouche, obtained a licence to 
acquire the site of the church and its graveyard, then known as 
Benetplace. He planned to build houses on it and to transfer them to 
the vicars, who, in return, were to establish chantries for Edward III 
and for Thoresby and an obit for Archbishop Melton. In the event 
the vicars themselves paid for building the houses. They also spent 
money in the early 1360s on redeveloping Cambhall in Goodramgate, 
acquired in 1296 from Archbishop John le Romeyn (162 note and 
Table ty. 

Some cash gifts made to the vicars in the later 14th and early 15th 
century were exceptionally large (Table IV). They were clearly 
intended not only to endow obits but also to rescue the college from 
financial difficulties, caused mostly by problems in attracting suitable 
tenants for the vicars’ property and, at least in the 15th century, by a 
decline in the value of rents.°? The acquisition in 1420 of a messuage 
in Petergate and Hornpotlane was achieved only because the vicars 
were able to invest money bequeathed by Canon William Cawood 
(443 note). Otherwise they received few grants of property in the 
15th and early 16th century. A rent charge of 7s. in the Shambles 
granted to two vicars in 1403 was evidently later transferred to the 
vicars’ college (478), and in 1419 a tailor’s widow quitclaimed land in 
Goodramgate (212). Small rent charges in the Shambles and in Coney 
Street were transferred to the vicars by groups of their fellows in 
1422 (545), and a small rent charge in Petergate was given by a city 
merchant in 1430 (458). In 1459 a residentiary canon, John Marchall, 
gave a tenement in Goodramgate, together with £20, as the 
endowment for his obit (222), and in 1465 a skinner’s widow gave a 
messuage in Feasegail (94). In the late 1460s or early 1470s land at 
Jewbury on Barkerhill was given as the endowment for an obit (43), 
and in the early 1470s Dean Richard Andrew gave land in 
Whipmawhopmagate, evidently as part of the endowment of a 
chantry (III note). A tenement in Ousegate and a messuage in 
Walmgate were acquired in 1486 (578), and in 1488 a tenement in the 
Shambles was granted by the subdean, Thomas Pereson (482). The

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next recorded grant is not until 1535 when Canon William Mooke 
gave a tenement in Davygate for an obit (80). 

The relatively small number of grants may have reflected a shift of 
loyalty by benefactors, but the vicars themselves may have been 
reluctant to add to their housing stock at a time when the costs of 
repairing buildings were rising. From the late 14th century they began 
to favour a policy of letting some of their property, evidently in a 
desire to withdraw at least partially from direct management with its 
problems of securing tenants year by year (see Table V). Even so, the 
vicars were unable to shift responsibility for maintaining the property 
in good repair on to the tenants, and the leases were for relatively 
short periods. To attract one tenant, a baker, in 1492 the vicars had 
to agree to construct an oven and a chimney (226).

The vicars’ financial problems continued to worsen and their plight 
was the motivation for the final grant included in this collection: in 
December 1546, after the visit of the chantry commissioners to York, 
the dean and chapter granted two messuages in the Shambles and a 
cottage in Colliergate to the vicars in consideration of their ‘poverty 
and destitution’ (580). 


MOTIVES AND CONDITIONS OF GRANTS 


The edition is not restricted to grants specifically to the vicars. 
Treating the collection as a whole this section comments briefly on 
the motive (albeit the stated motive) for which grants were made and 
on the conditions which accompanied them.°° 

The payment of money by the beneficiary is recorded in nearly a 
hundred charters up to the later 13th century; examples are also found 
in 1343 and 1354 (357, 512). A note of urgency is introduced when 
the money is reported to have been given ‘in necessity’ or to support 
the grantor and his or her family. Equally urgent, perhaps, was the

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need for money to enable a grantor to go to the Holy Land (21) or to 
discharge a debt owed to the Jews (58). Marriage was the occasion of 
other grants. In 1270 a single woman raised her dowry by alienating 
land to the vicars (231), whilst in 1307 a daughter entrusted property 
she had inherited to her father until such time as she should marry 
(86). In the 1230s a widow, about to re-marry, was provided with a 
dowry by her intended husband (288). More usually, the dowry was 
provided by the bride’s father, a custom referred to in several 13th- 
century charters (e.g. 102, 140, 373, 530). 

Widows probably made grants in consultation with their children, 
although that is recorded in only three charters (25, 168, 331). Sons 
were themselves the recipients of grants from their widowed mothers 
(171, 514), and in 1390 a mother gave land of her own inheritance to 
her daughter (211). The alienation of dower is recorded twice 
(290, 530). 

Grants in free or pure alms are mostly those made to, or in favour 
of, the vicars, usually in consideration of the grantor’s soul (Table I). 
The remainder were made to other clergy (81, 138, 370, 471). Record 
of the intention is restricted to charters in or before the late 13th 
century, except for one example of 1321 (471). Tenure of land in free 
alms did not exempt the holder from service to the capital lord of the 
fee (75) or from payment of husgable (74, 138, 144, 296, 422).°' Other 
burdens were occasionally imposed: annual payments of 1d. to a light 
in a parish church (307), 12d. to the fabric of the Minster (149), and 
2s. to the archbishop’s manor of Bishopthorpe (144). 

The concern of landlords to retain control of their fee led to 
restrictions on the alienation of land by grantees. A prohibition on 
transferring property to Jews or religious establishments was 
occasionally stipulated. Three such cases occur in grants by the vicars, 
who were fearful of not being able to distrain if the rent was not paid 
(301, 391, 423); in another case, the prohibition was added as an after- 
thought, following the witness-list (56). Examples of general 
prohibitions on alienation are found in leases made by the vicars (339, 
463) and in a grant made by Guisborough priory (79). In another 
example the prohibition was self-imposed by the grantor (297). 
Sometimes a grantor reserved to himself or his heirs the option to 
buy back land or rent charge, should it be offered for sale. A 
preferential rate for such a transaction was sometimes stipulated (56, 
228), and the property might be subject to valuation by independent 
assessors (78, 228). 

A grant might be liable to future cancellation. In the earlier 13th 
century a chaplain granted land to his daughter provided she did not 
offend the ‘law of God’, in which case it was to be forfeited to Marton

priory (1). The re-marriage of a widow was evidently envisaged as 
grounds for the cancellation of a lease (78). 

The repair and maintenance of buildings was often a concern. In 
the later 13th century the capital lord of property in Coney Street 
received it back from the tenants (a widow and her second husband) 
because they had fallen into debt; he agreed, however, to return it to 
the widow’s son if the son repaired the houses there (77). Tenants 
might be required to rebuild at their own expense any buildings 
destroyed by fire, an upper financial limit sometimes being set (78, 
148). In 1318 the vicars reserved the right to inspect every half-year 
buildings which tenants had been obliged to construct on land in the 
Micklegate area; if repairs were needed, the tenants had to complete 
them within three months (309). The removal of buildings was 
forbidden (228, 289, 309), unless only as a temporary measure (227). 

The freedom with which York’s citizens were able to devise land 
meant that, after successive alienations, a property might accumulate 
several rent charges (130, 132, 304, 326-7, 428, 493). The normal 
rent terms were Pentecost and Martinmas. Other days might be 
preferred in appropriate circumstances: the exaltation of the Holy 
Cross for the payment of td. to the light before a cross in a parish 
church (307), and the feast of St. Cuthbert for 1 lb. of incense owed 
to the bishop of Durham (101-2). 

Another financial burden was husgable, meaning ‘house rent’, an 
annual tax payable generally to the king.® It was not imposed on a 
house as such, but rather on ‘haimald’ (that is, domestic or burgage) 
land. The amount payable is normally unrecorded, but the standard 
rate was evidently td. A higher rate of 2d. was sometimes mentioned 
(295, 326, 372, 395), but that may indicate the amalgamation of two 
adjoining plots (e.g. §6). The time for payment also goes unrecorded 
in most instances. There may have been a recognized date, the tax 
being paid according to the law and custom of the city (405-6). 
Particular dates, however, are sometimes given: the feast of St. James 
the apostle (160) and that of St. Peter ad vincula (326). The incidence 
of the tax was not confined to the area within the city walls: land in 
Barkergate was liable (21-2), as was land in Monkgate (326), at 
Tilehouses (514), and in Layerthorpe (259). At Layerthorpe husgable 
was payable to the archbishop of York, evidently for land 
belonging to his fee; the archbishop also received husgable in the 
Aldwark/Goodramegate area.

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ASPECTS OF THE MEDIEVAL-GITY 


It may be helpful to indicate, briefly, some of the information which 
the charters provide on the social and economic life of medieval York 
and on its topography.” 

The charters are of particular value in supplying the names of 
craftsmen, often with an indication of the areas of the city in which 
they lived.®°’ Cloth and leather workers feature prominently. The 
former include a ‘woolpuller’, fullers and walkers, dyers, and weavers, 
with tailors, hosiers, and hatters among the makers of garments. 
The leather workers include tanners, skinners, parchment-makers, 
shoemakers (usually known as cordwainers and, in York, as leather 
dressers), glovers, and girdlers. There are several saddlers, who with 
fusters (makers of saddletrees) and lorimers (harness-makers) catered 
for the horse trade. Marshals were responsible for shoeing horses and 
for horse-doctoring. 

Among victuallers there are early references to inn-keepers, 
vintners, and taverners, as well as to cooks (including a Master Alan) 
and fishermen. Three water-carriers are also mentioned. Several 
bakers and butchers are recorded, the latter concentrated on the west 
bank of the river Ouse off Micklegate and in the Shambles. By the 
early 15th century the Shambles (or Haymangergate) was also known 
as Needlergate (§77), indicating the manufacture there of needles 
from animal bone: two needlers held land there in the early 13th 
century (530). Also mentioned in the early 13th century 1s William 
the bugeler, probably a maker of bugles from animal horn. In the 
later 13th century Simon the soap-maker witnessed a charter relating 
to land in the Micklegate slaughter-yard; he probably used the animal 
fat produced there in his manufacture of soap. 

The building trades are represented by several masons and 
carpenters, the former including a Master Simon.” Plasterers and 
plumbers are also mentioned, and in the later 13th century a family 
of tilers had a tileworks on land outside the city wall beyond North 
Street. The works was acquired by the vicars in the early 15th century, 
when they also operated a tileworks at Spitelcroft in Layerthorpe. 

The needs of the Minster presumably account for the large 
number of specialist craftsmen, notably goldsmiths, in the area of 
Goodramgate, Petergate, and Stonegate. Three illuminators, Hugh,

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John (also a vicar choral), and Ralph (a miller’s son) are recorded in 
the 13th century. John’s nephew, another Hugh, continued the craft, 
inheriting from his uncle a tenement in Stonegate. Land adjoining 
that tenement was held in the later 13th century by Richard the 
painter, who with painters recorded in other parts of the city would 
have been employed principally in painting high-quality metal work. 
Other metal-workers include potters (possibly also working as bell- 
founders), smiths, cutlers, kettle-makers, nailers, and buckle-makers. 

Although a scribe is found only once, in an early 13th-century 
charter, it is evident that clerks such as William de Chester, John de 
Gloucester, Roger de Pickering, and John Scot, who are found 
regularly as the last-named witness in charters, were professional 
scriveners. The two English cirographers who witnessed a grant of 
land to the Jewish community c. 1230 (22) were evidently the Christian 
key-holders of the Jewish archive in York. Three later key-holders 
(john de Camera, James of the churchyard, and Jeremy de Louth) 
occur in the collection, although not acting in that office.°”? Notaries 
are recorded from the 14th century. 

The professions include a teacher, William the grammarian, 
recorded in the late 12th or early 13th century, and two early 13th- 
century physicians, Benet and Master John. The Master John the 
barber who is found in the 1320s was probably a surgeon. In the mid 
1230s a chaplain called John was also described as an organist. He 
was probably a composer of organum (polyphonic music) rather than 
an organ player.®* Other musicians are three harpers and a flute- 
player. 

Mercers, merchants, and spicers, who were among York’s 
wealthiest citizens, are found frequently, often as landholders. An 
eatly relerence tO 2 mercer s “~wareliouse 1s’ recorded in 1392) in 
Goodramgate. It probably stood back from the street, with a shop 
evidently in front in a part of the street called Mercers’ Row (214). 
Commercial dealings were evidently undertaken by Bartholomew 
the money-changer and Richard the bursar, both found in the early 
13th century. Members of York’s Jewish community can also be seen 
as important in the city’s commercial life at that time.” 

Jews were not the only foreigners in the city. Traces of earlier 
Scandinavian immigration are found in the 13th century in patronyms 
such as Alan son of Orm, Robert son of Sveinn, and Serlo son of 
Ulf. Eudes the Breton, Walter the Breton, and members of the 
Fleming family are found in the mid 13th century, and the Dutchman

Topographically, the charters include the earliest recorded refer- 
ences (all later 13th century) to Holy Trinity church, King’s Square 
(307), St. Mary’s church, Layerthorpe (262), and St. Leonard’s leper 
hospital at Monk bridge (270). Before their move to Toft Green in 
1227, the first Dominican friars evidently lived in Goodramgate (138 
and note). The land and houses of some Minster prebends in 
Stonegate, Goodramgate, and Petergate are described in the 13th 
century, as well as property in Bootham belonging to the treasurer. 
Several religious houses in Yorkshire are recorded owning property 
in the city: Bridlington, Byland, Coverham, Fountains, Grosmont, 
Guisborough, Kirkstall, Marton in Galtres, Monk Bretton, New- 
burgh, Nostell, Nunmonkton, Rievaulx, and Warter. The communi- 
ties evidently used at least some of the houses as hospices for visiting 
members or officials: in 1320 the monks of Grosmont reserved the 
occasional use of their house in St. Saviourgate for that purpose (469). 

Examples of the large, stone houses built by leading citizens in the 
12th and 13th centuries are Cambhall in Goodramgate (162 note), 
Mountsorell in St. Martin’s Lane off Micklegate (288 note), one in 
Petergate (412-13), and evidently one in North Street (354). A stone 
hall recorded in Fossgate in the 1320s (103, 105) was apparently still 
standing in 1421 (110), when another stone hall is recorded in 
Petergate (456). Characteristically, such houses stood away from the 
street front, with the result that the intervening land was suitable for 
later development as commercial or residential property. In the 14th 
century the vicars developed Cambhall and Mountsorell with rows 
of timber-framed houses, and the owners of the Fossgate and North 
Street halls built cellars on the street fronts. The North Street cellar 
was part of a structure which included a solar, possibly at first-floor 
level like the solars or chambers over cellars mentioned in Feasegail 
(87), Fossgate (105), Goodramgate (176, 210, 213, 216), Petergate 
(430, 460), and St. Andrewgate (466). The cellars were for 
commercial use as shops, with the solars evidently providing living 
accommodation. The earliest evidence for commercial development 
in the collection comes from Petergate, where a seld and shops were 
recorded in the mid 13th century (402, 412). The seld measured 8 ft. 
wide along the street front and was possibly one of a row of small 
booths; another shop in Petergate, recorded in 1333, was only 5 ft. 
wide (430).

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Beside mention of the ditch which protected the city wall, there 
are also references to the ditches (styled ‘dikes’) which defined the 
extent of the city’s suburbs in the Barkergate and Monkgate area and 
beyond Micklegate. The charters provide details of extra-mural 
settlements at Clementhorpe, Layerthorpe, and Monkgate, and for 
Bootham there are references to its horsefair (87) and to the wardens 
of Bootham ward (50). 


EDITORIAL METEIOD 


The charters, which are numbered consecutively through the edition, 
are arranged by the street or area in which the property described 
lay. Those which include descriptions of property in more than one 
Street. OF area ate generally placed) ania section: called “Mixed 
Streets’. Within each topographical section, the charters are arranged 
chronologically. Where several are in some way connected (usually 
because they relate to the descent of the same land or rent charge), 
they have been grouped together and it is the date of the first charter 
in the group which determines its place in the chronological sequence. 

A full Latin text, preceded by a brief English caption, is given for 
those charters which date from before c. 1230. The original spelling 
has been retaimed, except that 1 amd | have been standardized.as 1’; 
‘a when used asa consonant has been transcribed as “v 2and ‘c has 
been transcribed as ‘t’ in such words as exactio. Christian names have 
been extended without parentheses, but names indicated by initials 
only have not been extended. The suspended form of abridged place- 
names has been kept. Modern usage has been adopted in respect of 
capital letters and of punctuation; ampersands and tironian symbols 
have not been reproduced. Conjectural readings or readings supplied 
from another manuscript are placed in square brackets. Three dots 
indicate missing sections, the length of which (if more than a few 
letters) is given in an appended note. In the printing of full texts from 
a cartulary source, the point of transition from one face of a folio to 
the other, or from one folio to the next, has not been recorded. 

In calendared texts place-names in Latin have been translated but 
those in English keep their original spelling; for their identification 
the reader should consult the index. In the case of toponyms in which 
the place 1s a stwect, the preposition de has. becnotransiated as ot ; 
otherwise the spelling of all other prepositions has been retained. The 
spelling of by-names and occupational names when given in English 
has also been retained. Where a rent charge 1s stated to be paid at two 
named terms, it is to be understood that payment was in equal 
portions. Dates, quantities, areas, and distances are given in Arabic 
figures, whether expressed in the original in words or Roman 
numbers. Warranty, distraint, and sealing clauses appear, respectively, 
as ‘Warranty’, “Distraint’, and ‘Seal’, unless peculiarities require a 
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fuller rendering. In witness-lists the descriptions of the mayor, bailiffs, 
and sheriffs as “of York’ or ‘of the same city’ have been omitted. 

Dates which have been supplied for charters by the editor are given 
in square brackets and reasons for the choice are given in a note which 
follows the text. Whenever a date is stated to be determined, without 
further reference, by the dates of a dignitary or canon of the cathedral, 
or by the tenure of office of a particular abbot or prior, the necessary 
information is to be found in York Minster Fasti or Heads of Religious 
Houses: England and Wales 940-1216.7' There is no satisfactory list of 
York’s earliest mayors. When no dating note is given in the case of 
charters supplied with an editorial date, the reasons for the dating are 
to be taken as having been reached on grounds of palaeography or 
diplomatic or because persons named in the charter are found in 
other, dated charters elsewhere in the collection. 

Critical notes accompany each document. The source is indicated, 
and reference is made to any previously printed edition. In the case of 
originals the notes give the size in millimetres (measured along the 
top and down the left-hand edge); medieval endorsements, and ones 
of later date if of special interest; a description of the seal or sealing 
method; and a reference to any cartulary copy. In the description of 
the seal, ‘impression’ and ‘legend’ with no further comment indicate 
that neither the exact form of the impression nor the wording of the 
legend are decipherable; ‘tag’ means that a single tag survives from 
which the seal has been detached and is now lost; and ‘slit’ means that 
there is a single slit in the foot of the charter through which a tag was 
formerly inserted. An historical note placing the document in its 
context within the collection and supplying further information is 
provided. In the case of some charters which have been grouped 
together because they are in some way connected with each other, 
that note is appended to the first in the group and cross-references are 
given in the remaining charters.

NOTE: This and the next four charters form a group. In 1358 William 

de Huntington granted the messuage to six vicars: 118. That grant 
was evidently part of an arrangement whereby the vicars’ college 
agreed to celebrate an obit for Huntington and his family: 120. The 
six vicars transferred the property to two of their number, and in 
1363 it was assigned, with other property and rents, to the vicars’ 
college: 121, 575-6. Ownership of the messuage was disputed in 
1360 and an account of the plea was entered into the cartulary (VC 
3/1/1, fos. 129-32). That account records an inquisition held in 
June 1360 which stated that after the death of Robert de Capella’s 
daughter Agnes in 1351 the messuage passed to her nearest heir, 
William de Huntington (fo. 129v.; calendared in Cal. Ing. Misc. iii, 
no. 410). William was the grandson of Emma, the sister of Agnes’s 
mother Alice (fo. 131). The dispute over ownership apparently 
arose because Robert (wrongly called ‘Richard’ del Chapel in the 
text of the inquisition) had outlived his daughter, leaving no heirs. 
The two vicars who then held the messuage had to prove that 
before his death Robert had granted the property to Agnes, and 
that they had it legitimately from her heir. When the messuage was 
taken into the king’s hand 1n 1360, it was valued by the escheator 
at 20s. p.a. (fo. 129). The king’s hand was removed in October 
1360 (fo. 130; Cal. Pat. R., 1360-64, 75-6). After a further inquiry, 
the claim of the two vicars was upheld in September 1362 (fo. 131). 
The cartulary account of the plea ends with a memorandum that 
Alexander Baker of London owed 20s. p.a. for the custody of the 
messuage, that a total of sos. was due for the period of custody, 
and that that sum was payable (presumably to the vicars) by the 
citizens of York (fo. 131v.). For a record of the expenses involved 
in proving title to the messuage, and in securing seisin of other 
property in York, see 575.

6d. rent reads: M[emorandum?| de Grangia 
Decani. That 1s picked up in rent rolls (surviving from the early

has an additional note that the rent was by that date assigned to an 
obit for Wilham de Laneham on 17 April.

NoTE: This will and the next six charters form a group. They relate 
to the first tenement mentioned in the extract from Catton’s will, 
which in 1408 was granted to three vicars: 491. That grant was 
made by the executors of Roger de Weel, who had probably 
acquired the land from John son of Nicholas de Catton. In 1375 
the latter bound himself to Weel, using the Skeldergate land as 
security: 486-7. In 1379 a 7s. rent from the land was assigned to 
the vicars’ college by one of their number, John de Alkborough, as 
part of the endowment of his obit: 568-9. The vicars who had the 
land in 1408 acquired a licence to assign it to the vicars’ college in 
1409 (VC 3/2/22; calendared in Cal. Pat. R., 1408-13, 95). The 
land, valued at 24s. p.a., was transferred in part satisfaction of the 
vicars’ licence to acquire granted in 1396 (Public Record Office, 
London, C 143/440/6; Introduction, ‘Acquisition of Common 
Property’). The college had possession by 1417, when the 
chamberlain accounted for a rent of 40s. a year from land in 
Skeldergate, replacing the 7s. rent charge (VC 6/2/47, dorse).

DATE: The charter was rehearsed with variant readings in Alk- 
borough’s will (569), where it is given the same date as the will, 
12 September 1379. That year, however, was Richard II’s third 
regnal year and 1s not compatible with a regnal year of Edward III, 
as given here (568). Acaster was mayor in 1379, but with different 
bailiffs. This charter, therefore, apparently records another of 
Acaster’s mayoralties. 

NOTE: The royal licence referred to in the grant was presumably that 
granted to Alkborough and Grayingham in August 1376, at the 
instance of Edward III’s clerk Richard de Ravenser, an executor of 
John de Branketre (d. 1375), formerly treasurer of York. The 
licence empowered Alkborough and Grayingham to assign to the 
vicars four messuages and 46s. tod. worth of rent in York, and 
three messuages and 7 a. of land in Shipton, on condition that the 
vicars celebrated a daily mass for the king and for Branketre and 
his ancestors (VC 3/2/15; Cal. Pat. R., 1374-77, 350-1). Alkborough 
and Grayingham, along with another vicar, certainly held land in 
Shipton, granted to them in 1359 by John de Skidbrook (VC 3/Vi 
79), and by 1366 the vicars’ college received a rent from land there 
(VC 4/1/13). One of the four messuages in York mentioned in the 
licence may also have had a connection with Skidbrook: in 1365 
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his executors granted Alkborough and Grayingham a messuage 
in Monkgate (340). Alkborough and Grayingham probably 
transferred the Monkgate messuage to the vicars in part fulfilment 
of the licence to assign. Similarly they probably transferred a 
messuage in North Street, acquired by them in 1370: 367. There is 
no record of the establishment of a chantry for Branketre and the 
king, but it may have been at the altar of St. Stephen in the 
cathedral, mentioned in 568. Possibly the future date of Pentecost 
1383 given (in 568) for the payment of a rent to the warden of that 
altar by the vicars is an indication of difficulty in establishing the 
chantry. The means by which Alkborough secured future spiritual 
benefits for himself by the terms of 568 are uncertain.

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25 March. Langton was in office with the named bailiffs in July 
1332 (556-7), which means that he was probably appointed early 
in February that year. (By at least 1343 mayors were elected on 
St. Blaise’s day, 3 February: VCH, City of York, 70). For February 
or March 1331/2, however, the regnal year should be 6 Edward 
Ih. 


NOTE: The property in Petergate and Patrickpool provided an income 
of 5 marks for the chaplain who served a chantry for John de 
Eryum and his wife Gillian. John died in 1308: 53. The chantry 
was evidently established in or soon after 1314, when John’s brother 
Martin (53) acquired a royal licence to alienate the s-mark rent 
charge to endow it (Cal. Pat. R., 1313-17, 185). The property 
carried with it the right to present the chantry chaplain. The grant 
by John son of Nicholas le Fourbour to Nicholas de Scoreby (570) 
was evidently to enable Scoreby to choose the next chaplain; once 
he had done so, by 1342, he returned the land to John: 571. The 
endorsement to 570 identifies the altar at which the chantry was 
celebrated.
